Washington, Julj 24.—Soon after the publication of the American 


note to German} formal announcement was made at the While House to- 
day that President Wilson, oil his return to Washington, will confer with 
Secretaries Garrison and Daniels on a program for national 
defense. 


The president has written to the heads of the war and navy departments 
for reports on the subject, pointing out the necessity for working- out 
plans lor increasing the effidencj of the military arms of the govern- 
ment. 


Although nothing was stated officially concerning the purposes of 


the government, it was hinted officiullly that with the despatch of 
the 


eiiuriiatic note to Germany, the president had decided to hasten the reports 
and recommendations being prepared by the war and navy departments 
for the regular session ot congress, so that 
all 
necessary 
information 


might be available if emergency arose. 


As jet, there are no intimations that the president has fixed any 


definite time for submitting- the progranrwf national defense to congress, 
but his purpose is said to be to map out comprehensive plans, so that no 
time will be lost should he decide to call a special session. 


President Wilson himself already ha.s collected iriioh data, on 
the 


subject. Secretary Garrison has been at work steadily with 
members 


of the army general stall', lor scxeral weeks planning a i>oneral military 
policy. The navy also June been occupied in tec-ret with 
emergency 
preparations. 
" 


The delicacy of the international affairs brought 
these facts 
to 


light and officials of national deieuse will 
be a foremost one- 
The 


president hopes to lay foundations for a permanent 
national 
policy 


particularly for the annj. Details of a reserve sjstem being planned 
are withheld but it is said the intention of the general staff is to create 
a reserve assembly of at least 5OO.OOO men and possibly more.

Washington, July 24.—With the 


publication today of tlie note wanning 
Germany that any repetition of acts 
by her submarine 
commanders 
in 


violation of American rights would 
be regarded as 
"deliberately 
un- 


friendly," the United States govern- 
ment awaited further development. 


The note 
does not 
necessarily 


call for a reply 
It leaves the 


way open, however, for an answer 
from Germany disavowing the smk- 
of the Lusitania and offering repara- 
tion, submitting assurances as to tlie 
future actions of her naval officers 
and, even, asking directly for media- 
tion by the United States between the 
German and British governments on 
the general subject of warfare on 
the sea. 


The use in <t'he note of the phrase 


"deliberately unfriendly," is viewed 
ihere as expressing the final word of 
the United States government regard- 
ing Germany's submarine 
warfare. 


The United States does not abate in 


i a-ny respect, but rather more strongly 
, insists upon the demands made in 
, previous 
notes 
that 
Germany 


acquiesce in its views that the rules 
of international law and humanity 
be obeyed in her naval warfare. 


The United States government can- 


not beheve, the note says, that "the 
Imperial government will longer re- 
frain from disavowing the wanton 
acts of its naval commander in sink-- 
the Liisitamia," and making rep- 


aration for the lives of Americans 
lost in the disaster. 
It announces 


that the government will continue to 
contend for the freedom of the seas, 
"from whatever 
quarter 
violated, 


without compromise and at any cost." 


The note also invites the practical 


co-operation of the German govern- 
ment in an effort to biing about the 
freedom of tihe seas; declares that 
the American government cannot dis- 
cuss actions of Great 
Britain 
and 


that it regards as "irrelevamt" in

'Buy Ohio Coal," Slogan That 
Has Governor Willis' Sanction; 


Aid Stricken Mining Districts

Columbus, Ji>ly 24.—"Buy 
Ohio 


coal." 


This is the slogan for a campaign 


{started recently in Athens and grad- 
ually spreading over the state, which 
was called to the attention of Gover- 
nor Willis today. 
He commented 


on it favorably as a means of reme- 
dying conditions in the 
Ohio coal 


fields, where thousands of miners are 
idle as a result of loss of business by 
Ohio operators, 


John M. 'Roan, state safety mining 


commissioner, brought news of 
the 


movement to urge people to 
show 


Ohio coal preference, to the governor 
after an inspection tour of the south- 
ern Ohio and Hooking Valley fields. 
H« told how hundreds of women and 
children, dependent on coal miners, 
have been starving and improperly 
clad for months because there is no 
work and no money to buy food and 
clothing. 


"I went Into a grocery store in thp 


Mocking region," said 
Mr. 
Roan. 


"The proprietor was idle. He had 
nothing to do because he had nothing 
to tell. Hit shelves were ao bare I

could have carried all his stock away 
in my arms. He had extended credit 
to miners families and given them 
all he had until his own credit with 
wholesale groceries was 
exhausted. 


Then he had to quit. 
He was in as 


bad shape as many miners. That is 
only a typical example of sad -condi- 
tions in Uie Hocking coal field." 


In Athens, the business interests 


had thousands of "stickers" 
made, 


bearing the words "Buy Ohio Coal," 
and are distributing these over the 
state to be affixed to envelopes or 
posted on show windows. A quanti- 
ty were received by Governor Willis 
today. 
Both miners and operators 


assert that if Ohio people, when they 
order winter coal, insist that dealers 
furnish coal mined in this state busi- 
ness will improve temporarily 
and 


the conditions of 
poverty 
among 


miners' families will be alleviated. 


Later the miners and 
operators 


plan to unite in fighting for lowering 
the rates charged by railroads for 
hauling 
Ohio coal. 
A complaint 


against these rates filed by miners is 
now pending before the public utili- 
ties coniniMlon.

STIFFEN IN 
CUSTODY AT 
CHICAGO JCT.

Chicago 
Junction, 
July 
3Jk— 


Marshal Albert Eastman, of Oiicago 
Junction, stated to the Advocate this 
afternoon, that the prisoner in Ids 
custody answered the description of 
David Stiffen, sent out by the New- 
ark department. ,He has the same 
dark complexion featuring Stiffen's 
chief characteristic, has his height, 
weight and age, apparently. 


Marshal Eastman states that the 


man put up a stiff resistance when 
B. & O. brakeman Frank Horchler 
and Joe Gleckler took him into cus- 
tody, but did not attempt to use any 
lire arms. In fact, the officer states 
that no weapons were found in his 
possession, except a razor and numer- 
ous other articles, described by the 
marshal as "junk." 


Police Chief Sheridan will arrive in 


Chicago Junction at 5 o'clock 
this 


afternoon and can get a train out of 
that place for Newark an hour later. 


Horchler and Glecker, who figured 


in the capture of the man, are said 
to be well acquainted with Stiffen, 
having known tfie latter since boy- 
hood. 


David Stiffen, wanted 
for 
com- 


plicity in the burglary of the Wyeth- 
Scott company^-.of-fece on July-1, 
which resulted in the shooting of Pa 
trolman Walter Bosscowan when the 
officer was fatally wounded, was ar 
rested about noon Saturday at Chi- 
cago Junction, according to word re 
ceived at 1 o'clock this afternoon at 
police headquarters. 
Stiffen's iden- 


tity was vouched for by J. W. Seeks 
B. & O. freight conductor and his two 
brakemen, 
Frank 
Horchler 
and 


Joseph Gleckler, all of whom claim 
to know the fugitive well. 


Police Chief James Sheridan, im- 


mediately upon receiving word, made 
a quick change of clothing and rush- 
ed to the B. & O. station to take the 
1:50 B. & O. train to Chicago Junc- 
tion to take charge of the prisoner. 


The capture was made by Horchler 


and Gleckler, according to the best 
information obtainable here. 
Thej 


found Stiffen beating his way on the 
train and as the freight pulled into 
the yards at the Junction, the two 
brakemen pounced upon the man and 
took him into custody. 
With 
the 


conductor, they marched their captive 
to the city and turned him over to 
police officers who notified the New- 
ark officials. 


Stiffen has been a 
badly wanted 


and much hunted man since Saturday 
evening, July 3, when his two part- 
ners, Charles Athey and Wilbur Sor- 
rel, were taken into custody by New- 
ark officers. 
Their arrest followed 


the revelation of Athey's mysterious 
"illness" which proved to be the re- 
sult of two bullet wounds in his leg. 
Stiffen was known to be a pal or 
these two men and a general order 
for his arrest was issued. For three 
weeks, an almost continuous search 
has been made for the man. He has 
been seen on numerous occasions by 
different people, according to reports 
made to police headquarters but un- 
til his arrest at noon today, no offi- 
cer of the law has got sight of him. 


On Friday afternoon, James Gras- 


ser, a telephone lineman, reported 
tihat he had seen the fugitive south 
of the city and police officers, heavily 
armed, made another search of the 
river bottoms south of the city, in an 
effort to locate tiie man. 
This is 


one of the dozen or more reports 
received at headquarters, stating that 
Stiffen had ben seen. In every case, 
foe officers made a prompt sortie, 
>eing anxious to allow no opportunity 
to arrest him, to pass by. 


Stiffen, according to the confes- 


sion of Wilbur Sorrel, made to Police 
Captain Hager, was "lookout" m the 
Wyeth job. He was stationed on the 
outside of the office building and 
when the shooting occurred inside, 
Stiffen, according to Sorrel, fired his 
pistol through a window.

After swimming 


around for some time his aunt called 
him to come in as he had been in 
;he water long enough. 
He replied! 


'All right Aunt Mary, Just watch me 
make one more dive." 
He climbed 


up on the boat and dived from the 
aow. 
His aunt watching him saw 


him come up on his back but she 
did not think 
anything was 
the 


matter with him then. Suddenly he 
sank and not coning up Mrs. Charles- 
ion began calling for help and Edwin 
Hart, Charles Pfeffer 
and Vincent 


Anarino, young boya about sixteen, 
who were campins at the point, row- 


over in their boat arid started 


searching for the lad. 


Mrs. Charleston in the mean time 


had run back into the farm quite a 
ways and summoned four men work- 
ng in a hay field who hurried to the 
scene of the drowning. 
One of the 


searchers, Frank Burkhardt, worked 
ncessantly in d'1 ing and swimming 
around the spot where the body sank. 
Dthers assisted hut the body was not 
found until about 11:30 o'clock last 
night when it vvc's located within a 
few feet of where it sank by Henry 
and Jacob fhaileston, relatives of 
he dead boy. There was 
not 
a 


mark or scratch on the body but the 
egs were drawn up (n a cramped 
wsition indicating that the boy hail 
>e«n attacked by a ;ea»* of cramps. 
The place where he went in swim- 


ming abounded in stumps and it was 
the supposition at first that he had 
struck a stump when 'he dived. 


Coroner W. L. Jackson was on 


the scene with the boy's father when 
the body was recovered and after 
making an investigation held an in 
quest tins morning. The body was 
brought to this city and taken to the 
Criss Brothers morgue in West Main 
street where it was 
prepared 
for 
burial. 


James Minor was a bright young 


man and was well liked by all who 
knew him. He was industrious and 
for -some time had been employed as 
an assistant 
time keeper at the 


Wehrle plant, resigning 
from 
that 


position last Saturday. 
He had ex- 


pected to accept a clerical position 
with a building and loan company m 
a few weeks. He is survived by his 
sorrowing parents, two sisters, Mrs.

Chicago, July 24.—Probablj 1.20O persons were 
drowned in the 


Chicago river today by the capsizing at the wharf of the steamer East- 
land. 


At 2 o'clock a tabulation of known dead at ten morgues showed a 


total of 679. Of these, 505 were at an emergency Red Cross station 
in the warehouse of Reid, Murdoch and Company. 
This count was an- 


nounced by l>r. E. J. Buchan, phjsician in charge. Other morgues had 
received irom seven to forty each. 


At 2:40 o'clock this afternoon Coroner Hoffman 
estimated 
the 
number of dead at 1,300. 


First Deputy Chief of Police Scheutler estimated 
the number 
of 
dead at 1,700.

Chicago, July 34.—Hundreds of persons were drowned today when 


the Steamer Eastlaml, crowded with 2,500 employes of the 
Western 


Electric Company, capsized in the Chicago river. 


Four hours after the accident, rescuers were still taking bodies from 


the boat through hole» chopped in its hull, and estimates ot the death 
list ran from 1200 to 1500. 


At 11 o'clock, nearly 50O dead had been found. 
The crowding of passengers to one side of the boat is supposed to 


have caused the tragedy, but authorities, not satislied with tliis explan- 
ation, ordered the arrest of officers of the boat and Captain Harry Ped- 
erson and Dell Fisher, first mate, were taken to police headquarters. 


Panic struck tlie passengers when the boat began to turn over. Best 


account* of witnesses said the steamer rolled slightly twice, then turned 
further and that hundreds of screaming, struggling men, 
women 
and 


children slid across the sloping decks, fought for room and clutched at 
companions, deck chairs or any other object-that came to hand. 


Women and children by the hundreds were caught below decks and 


the scratched faces, torn clothing and bruised bodies Of the dead bore 
mute evidence of the desperation with which they had fought for Mfe. 


The steamer turned over in less than five minutes. 
Members of 


the crew shouted warnings as tlie steamer first tilted and endeavored to 
drhe the passengers to the upper side of the deck, but the incline was 
already too steep. 


Slowly, so as to agonize the spectators drawn to the scene by the 


shouts of earning and fear, the great s>teel hulk turned bottom 
up, 
pouring its passengers into the river. 


Some 7,000 tickets had been distributed for the excursion and five 


steamers chartered by tJib company. The Eastlaml was first to receive 
its quota and when its chartered capacity was reached, federal inspec- 
tors ordered that no more be taken. aboard. The boat was docked on the 
south side of the river and when the hundreds hurrying to 
the 
boat 


were turned bark from it, they streamed across tlie Clark street bridge 
to the steamer Theodore Roosevelt, which was to take the second load. 


Screams of the Eastland victims halted this rush and the bridge 


was jammed with people until the police, fearful that the structure would 
collapse, ordered it cleared. 
Mercantile concerns hurried motor trucks 


to the scene, laden with blankets to warm the living or cover the dead. 
Puhnoters by the score were sent to the dock. 


Physicians, police, firemen, government life savers and nurses were 
summoned. 


The steamer, when relieved of its passengers, floated on its side 


into midstream and tugs, motor boats and other river craft 
swarmed 


about it. 
Firemen climbed on the hull, forced openings in the steel 


hull and through these searched the cabins for possible victims. 


Robert H. McCreary, cliief of the marine bureau of tfie customs of- 


fice in the federal building, was present at the dock from 6:45 
.o'clock 


this morning with two of his steamboat navigation inspectors. He de- 
clared that the exact number of persons on the boat was 2,500; that tixe

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FULL OFFICIAL TEXT OF 


LAST NOTE TO GERMANY 


The Secretary of State to Ambassador 


Gerard, 


Department of State. 


Washington. July 21, 1915. 


You are instructed to deliver text- 


uaHy -the following mote to the min- 
ister for foreign affaire: 


The note of t)he Imperial German 


government dated July 8, 1915, has 
received the careful consideration of 
the government of the United States 
and it regrets to be obliged to saj 
that it has found It very unsatis- 
factory, because it fails to meet the 
real differences 
between 
the two 


governments and indicates no way in 
•which the accepted principles of law 
and humanity may be applied in the 
grave matter in controversy, but pro- 
poses, on the contrary, arrangements 
for a partial suspension 
of 
those 


principles which virtually sets them 
aside. 


The government of the 
United 


States notes with satisfaction that 
ttoe Imperial 
German 
government 


recognizes without reservation the 
validity of the principles insisted on 
in the several communications which 
this government has addressed to the 
Imperial German government 
with 


regard to its announcement of a war 
zone and the 
use of 
submarines 


against merchantmen on the high 
6eas—the principle that 
the 
high 


seas are free, that the character and 
cargo of a merchantman must first 
be ascertained before she can law- 
fully be seized or destroyed, and that 
the "lives of non-combatants may in 
no case l>e put in jeopardy unless 
the Tessel resists or seeks to escape 
after being summoned to submit to 
examination; for a belligerent act of 
retaliation, is per se an act beyond 
•the law, and the defense of an act as 
retaliatory is an admission that it is 
illegal. 


The government of 
the 
United 


States is, 
however, 
keenly 
disap- 


pointed to find 
that 
the 
Imperial j 


German government regards itself 
as in large degree exempt from the 
obligation to observe these princi- 
ples, even where neutral vessels are 
concerned, 
by what it believes the 


policy and practice of the govern- 
ment of Great Britain to be in the 
present -war with regard to neutral 
commerce. 
The Imperial 
German 


government will readily understand 
that the government of the United 
States cannot discuss the policy of 
the government of Great 
Britain 


with regard to neutral trade except 
with that government itself, and that 
it must regard the conduct of other 
.belligerent gvvernments as irrele- 
vant to any discussion with the Im- 
perial German government of what 
this government regards as grave and

Measuring Spelling Ability.

-\yres, of the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion, in a study just published. 


A? a result of combining the four 


nost eraen&ive studies that have beer, 
nade to identity the words common- 
:y used in different sorts of English 
-•.riling. Dr. A\res has selected the 
10UO words that constitute 90 per 
cent of the language ordinarily used. 
This selection was made from vari- 
ous English autnors, from four Sun- 
day newspapers of Iluifalo, N. Y., 
and from the business 
and 
family 


correspondence of over 2000 adulth. 
The objects of the study was to "de- 
velop a scale for measuring attain- 
ment in the 
spelling 
of 
common 


words on the part of school chil- 
dren." 


Co-operating with the city super- 


intendents in 84 cities of the United 
States, Dr. Ayres had the 1000 com- 
monest words tested by an aggregate 
of 1,400,000 spellings, secured from 
70,000 public school children. 
The 


result, pec-online to Dr. Ayres, made 
it possible to accurately measure 
spelling ability, and to compute the 
amount of improvement in spelling 
the same words from grade to grade. 


By a scale arrangement, extending 


on a line from 0 to 100, 
"spelling 


ability" is easily and scientifically 
determined. 
For 
example, 
nine 


words of most frequent use, siz., 
"the," "in," "so," "no," "now," 
"man," "ten,' "bed," "lop,' revealed 
that second-grade pupils, on an av- 
erage, spelled correctly 94 per cent 
of those words. 
At the other ex- 


treme of the scale the words "judg- 
ment," "recommend," and "allege" 
wcro found to be spelled correctly 
by just 50 por cent of eighth grade 
pupils. 
Percentages above and be- 


low those would indicate variations 
from the normal in spelling.

Frank W. Miller, state superinten- 


dent of public instruction said today 
lie is planning a system by which 
his department may be the clearing 
house :'or liltns purchased by boards 
of education in various cities of rur- 
al communities, to be exchanged with 
other boards. 
As soon as 
school 


starts in the fall, he will make defi- 
nite proposals to local scliooi authori- 
ties and see how the plan is receiv- 
ed. 


"Most city schools now have their 


own cinematograph 
machines, 
and 


either buy or are given moving pic- 
ture films." said Superintendent Mil- 
ler. -'They use them a few times and 
then lay them away until the next 
year. 
Tints the iiilnis are tifcd com- 


paratively little. 
I propose to estab- 


lish a bureau in the state 
dcpir.'c- 


raent of instruction, which will regu- 
late the shipping of these films from 
place to place in 
the 
state. 
Each 


film will remain the property of the 
school board w:iich purchased it or- 
iginally, and will come back to it af- 
ter it has been shown elsewhere. The 
films could be shipped direct from 
one place to another, but account of 
them would be kept by this depart- 
ment." 


Superintendent 
Miller 
predicted 


that eventually tne ^tate will have to 
buy educational films and distribute 
them to local boards of education. 
He pointed out that with the clearing 
house exchange system which he ad- 
vocates, many industrial films of ed- 
ucational value would be donated to 
the state exchange by manufacturing 
or commercial interests.

i The consumer is governed by the 
low catalogue price rather than the 
delivery cost, the latter means, of 
course, being the correct way of deter- 
mining the cost of the article. 
, 
Consumer Buys Costly Saw. 


As an example 1 reproduce herewith 


a conversation which recently took 
place in a western town when a con- 
sumer entered the local store and in- 
quired the price of a saw. The price 
of the saw was $2, the merchant told 
him. 


"Great guns!" declared the consum- 


er. "1 can get the same article from 
A catalogue house for $1.50." 


"1 can't buy it for that price," said 


the merchant, "but I will give it to you 
on the same terms as the mail order1 


house, just the same." 


"All right." replied the consumer. 


"Vou can wrap it up and charge it to 
me, and when I settle in the fall 1 will 
pay for it." 


"Hand Over the Cash." 


"Oh, no, you don't." said the dealer. 


"We are doing business on the same 
terms as you do business with the mail 
order house—no charge accounts. Hand 
over the cash, please." 


The consumer handed over $1.30. 


' "Now," said the merchant, "5 cents 
for the money order and 'i cents for 
postage." 


"What the"— 
"But you must send a letter and a 


money order to the catalogue house in 
order to get the saw. you know." 


The consumer, although desiring to 


bolt kept bravely to his agreement 
and paid the 7 cents. 


"Now the express charges, 45 cents, 


if you please." 


"Well, by gracious!" he said and 


gamely paid it, with the remark, "Now 
that I have met all of your demands 
baud me over my saw." 


Man Made Mistake. 


1 "Hand you the saw: 
Why, man, 


where do you think you are? Just rec- 
ollect that you are in Texas and 1 am 
located in Chicago. You will have to 
wait about fifteen days for me to make 
the delivery-" 
And. backing up his 


words with actions, he pocketed the 
money, put the saw back on the shelf 
and smilingly turned to wait on the 
next customer. 


The consumer pondered, and after he' 


got through with his deductions he 
said: "The saw will cost me $2.03. 
That is Scents more than 1 could have 
bought it for in the first place, and I 
am deprived of its use for fifteen days 
besides. No more mail order house for 
me!" 


Incident Worthy cf Emulation. 


The incident related above is one 


which both the merchant and the con- 
suiuor may read wit.li profit, and if 
more of.the merchants adopted the 
same tactics as did the Texas mer- 
chaut they would have fewer mail or- 
der buyers among those who should be 
tht'ir customers. 


And there is much more to this 


question than price and delivery; there 
nro oftcu dissatisfaction and inferior 
und damaged goods to contend with. In 
the ciise of goods being damaged en 
route the buyer has cither the prospect 
of a lawsuit with the railroad com- 
pany or a correspondence fight with 
the catalogue house, neither of which 
is very inviting. 


V«t infrequently does the buyer, 


ratbor than to go to all the expense 
•and trouble incidental to the exchange 
of I ho article, allow himself to be im- 
posnd upon by accepting the Inferior 
innd oftcu valueless article, an article 
'wi-.lch lie is actually ashamed to own 
or 4is«.

Albany, N. Y., July 24.—Governor 


Whitman today heard directly from 
Joseph Murphy, a Sing Sing convict, 
his story ot how he overheard Jack 
Rose, -'Bridgie" Webber and Harry 
Vallon plot iu the Tombs to place 
the blame for the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal on Charles Becker. 


Chiefly due to the stories of the 


trio, Becker, now is in the 
death 


chamber at Sing Sing, sentenced to 
die next Wednesday. 
Murphy was 


brought here today by Deputy Ward- 
en Charles Johnson of Sing Sing. The 
prisoner had made an affidavit, set- 
ting forth the story of the alleged 
plot, but he also expressed a desire 
to see the governor personally. 


"I know the story 
that 
Murphy 


will tell me," the governor said, be- 
fore the arrival of the deputy and 
his prisoner, "but I am having him 
brought here in order that he may 
feel he has had every opportunity to 
be heard." 


The governor, Johnson 
and 
the 


prisoner got together shortly before 
noon. A statement was expected af- 
ter the conference, which promised 
to be extended.

boat was not overloaded and 
that 


the passengers could not have been 


more accurately counted if they had 
known there would be an accident." 


For the first two hours attempts 


ware made to revive 
every 
person 


taken from the wreck. Then as the 
hopelessness 
of 
resuscitating 
later 


victims became apparent, divers were 
summoned to explore the depths of 
the boat. Equipped with ropes, they 
groped their way into the innermost 
recesses of the hull. Every 
other 


minute their assistants were signalled 
to "pull." and another 
victim 
was 


added to the numbered dead. It was 
the results of th,e 
divers work that 


caused the coroner and police esti- 
mates to count above ] ,000. 


Police and fire tugs organized 
tl~e 


river craft into a rescue fleet. Boats 
were directed to cruise down the riv- 
er and water), for bodies and the san- 
itary canal trustees were asked 
to 


close the dam at Lockport, 111., thus 
shutting off the current of the river, 
in order to aid in this work. 


Rumors of the disaster spread rap- 


idly. Its full significance was realized 
when motor trucks, piled high with 
blanketed forms, rolled through 
the 


loop district to morgues and under- 
taking establishments. 


The steamer had been chartered 


for the day by the Western Electric 
company employes who had planned 
an excursion to Michigan City, Ind. 


Passengers were crowded on the 


ship shortly before 8 o'clock, the 
hour it was to leave, when the boat 
slowly listed toward the middle of 
the river. 


It is said that there were 2500 


people on the steamer. 


When the boat started to tip, the 


officers shouted warnings but it was 
too late. The heavily loaded steam- 
er continued to roll until the hawsers 
which held it to the dock snapped. 
A moment later, amid the screams of 
passengers, the steamer turned over 
on its side and floated out into the 
middle of the river. 


Apparently scores of women and 


children in the cabin were drown- 
ed without being given a chance to 
escape. 
Hundreds of other passen- 


gers were able to climb' on the side 
of the boat which is above water and 
were later taken off by rescuers. 


Life preservers were cast into the 


river from the steamship Theodore 
Roosevelt, which was docked across 
the river and scores of the Eastland's 
passengers clung to them until pick- 
ed up by boats. 


City fire boats, police launches and 


lifeboats from nearby steamers in the 
river rushed to the rescue. 
A hole 


was cut through the side of the low- 
er deck by life savers and the bod- 
ies of six victims, five of whom were 
women, were soon taken out. 


L. D. Gadory, employed as a "can- 


dy butcher," on the steamer was the 
first eyewitness to tell 
a 
detailed 


story of the accident. 


"It was about 7:40 this morning 


and the boat was lying at the dock 
near Clark street 
bridge 
loading 


with passengers," said Gadory. 
"We 


were to leave in 20 minutes and the 
upper deck and cabins were crowd- 
ed 
with 
passengers. There 
were 


hundreds of women and children. I 
estimate that there were between 
2000 and 3000 on the boat at the 
time of the accident. 
I was stand- 


ing on the lower 
deck 
near 
the 


gang plank, 
watching 
the 
people 


come aboard. Suddenly I noticed the 
boat list toward the center of the 
river. 
It rolled slightly at first and 


then seemed to stop. Then it start- 
ed to roll again. I became alarmed 
and shouted to the crowd to keep 
still. 
Apparently a majority of the 


passengers were on one side of the 
boat and this had overweighted it 
and caused it^to list. Suddenly the 
hawsers which held the boat to the 
dock snapped and the officers pulled 
the gang plank in and refused to al- 
low any more on the boat. 


"At this time everybody was panic- 


stricken. Women screamed and men 
tried to quiet them. 
I attempted to 


reach an upper deck but could not 
because of the crowd and excitement 
and ran back to the port side where 
the gangway had been. 
The 
boat 


then slowly drifted away 
from 
the 


dock, rolling as it slipped into mid- 
stream and a moment later it had 
turned over on Its side. 
I climbed 


over on the side of the boat and stay- 
ed there unti! I was taken, off by life- 
savers. 
Many 
of 
the 
passengers 


leaped Into the water as the boat 
went over. 
Scores of others were 


caught in the cabins and drowned. 


When the small boats began coining 
out to us, I worked \ \ i t h other sur- 
vivors in taking passengers out of 
the water, and cutting holes in the 
cabins to remove boilu>s." 


Mrs. 
Paulina Vantak, the mother 


of three children, was among the 
drowned. 
Her childien were believ- 


ed to have been lost. 


Henry Vantak, tin- woman's hus- 


band, was pulled out of the water. 
"I could not believe the boat was 
turning over," Vantak said. "About 
a dozen of the 150 passengers on the 
upper decks jumped. The rest were 
thrown into the river. 


"I did not see my wife or children 


after the boat turned. They were 
carried into the river v, ith the crowd. 
Someone grabbed 
me around 
the 


neck and kept pulling me. 
It was 


a woman, but I coitld not save her." 


Policeman Henry H. Sesher, one 


of the first to go to the rescue, gave 
a vivid description of the accident. 
"I saw scores of men and women, 
many of 
them 
holding 
children, 


plunge into the watpr.- I jumped 
into a rowboat and pulled out to the 
drowning. 
I think 1 got about 50 


ashore. 


"The fireboat and t-igs hurried to 


the scene and picked up more than 
100 people. 


"We grabbed -those nearest 
us 


first. 
At one time 1 had four wom- 


en in the boat with me. Others I aid- 
ed by dragging them from the water 
onto the docks." 


The steamer Eastland was filled to 


capacity and hundreds were turned 
to other boats, according to S. G. 
Hall, one of the 
Western Electric 


picnickers. 
He estimated that 7000 


tickets had been distributed to the 
employes and that more than 2500 
were crowded on the Eastland. 


"I got to the 
dock." said 
Hall, 


"and was told to go to the 
other 


boats as the Eastland was already, 
too crowded. There were 15 or 20 
people behind me and more coming 
fast. 


"I was told that 7000 tickets had 


been distributed 
among the com- 


pany's employes and that there were 
to be six boat loads. The only boats 
that I heard were to be used, howev- 
er, were the Eastland and the Theo- 
dore Roosevelt." 


"I had scarcely gone ten feet to- 


ward the Roosevelt when the East- 
land began to list. Hundreds ran to 
rail and many climbed over its sides 
as it turned over. 
All were thrown 


into the water." 


Captain Harry Pederson, 57 years 


old, 
of Benton Harbor, Mich, who 


was in command of the boat said: 


"I was on the 
bridge and was 


about ready to pull out when I no- 
ticed the boat begin to list. I shout- 
ed orders to open the gangways near- 
est the dock and ghe the people a 
chance to get out. The boat contin- 
ued to roll and shortly afterwards 
the hawsers broke and the steamer 
turned over on its side and was drift- 
ing toward the middle of the river. 
When she went over. 1 jumped and 
held to the upper side. It all happen- 
ed in two minutes. 
The cause is a 


mystery to me. 
I have sailed the 


lakes for 25 years and previous to 
that sailed on 
salt water 
twelve 


years, and this is the ffiret serious 
accident I ever had. I do not know 
how it happened." 


Chief Steward Albert Wycoff said: 
"I was in the lunch room on the 


main deck when T noticed the boat 
beginning to list. Dishes fell out of 
the rack and a scene of wild exc-ite- 
ruent followed. 
T shouted for 
the 


people to save themselves. 
A mo- 


ment later I jumped into the water 
and managed to rescue 
three 
wo- 


men." 


William Barrett, a deckhand said: 
"I was on the main deck at the 


stern line ready to cast it off when 
the boat started to list. 
I shouted 


warning's to passengers around 
me 


and tried to let go the hawser. When 
the boat went over, I climbed on the 
upper side and helped get a number 
of passengers into hoats. 
It all hap- 


pened in a few minutes." 


Lysle Goyatte, 1953 South Avers 


avenue, Chicago, said: 


"My wife and i had just entered 


the boat and were in the crowd on 
the main deck near the 
gangway. 


Then 1 heard some one shout 'get 
back,' and we were pushed over to 
one side. A moment later the boat 
started to list. 
We were all panic- 


stricken and could do nothing. 
I 


lifted my wife 
in my 
arms 
and 


crawled out of an opening on the 
upper side of the boat as it slowly 
went over." 


W. K. Greenbaum, manager of the 


Indiana 
Transportation 
company, 


who is in charge of the 
excursion 


said: 


"We had chartered five steamers 


for the excursion of the 
Western 


Electric company's employes to Mich- 
igan City, Indiana, today. We had 
the steamers Eastland, Petoskey, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Racine and May- 
wood. 


"The Eastland was the first boat 


to load and the docks were crowded 
with passengers who were to be tak- 
en on the other hoats nearby. 
One 


United States steamboat 
inspector 


and two assistants watched the East- 
land load. 
They stood at the gan 


plank and counted the passengers as 
they went 
aboard. 
Their 
report 


shows there were 2,500 passengers 
on tne Eastland, its full capacity un- 
der the United St.itcs steamboat reg- 
ulations. 
I have no idea how the

The EastUuul nearly met with a 


similar accident eight 
years 
ago 


when in commission between Chicago 
and South Haven, Mich. 
The boat, 


crowded 
with 
passengers, 
listed 


badly in the South Haven 
harbor 


when the water ballast was being 
taken aboard. 
Officers of the ship 


drove the passengers to the other 
side of the vessel and probably avert- 
ed a disaster. 


Scenes similar to those that fol- 


lowed the Iroquois theatre disaster 
in 1903, cast gloom over the city. 
Along South Water street, Chicago's 
great produce 
center, 
commission 


firms practically suspended business 
and threw open the doors of their 
establishments as temporary morgues 
and hospitals. 


All the big downtown department 


stores, rushed truck loads of blan- 
kets to cover the 
dead 
and 
the 


drenched women and children who 
were huddled in groups. 


Six government 
inspectors 
were 


working- on the clocks when the Bast- 
land turned over. 
They 
were 
in 


charge of Inspector R. M. McCnrry. 


"Two 
inspectors were assigned to 


the Kastland, ' McCurry said, "to see 
that the boat was not overcrowded. 
The ship had taken on all that she 
could hold and the two inspectors 
had turned many others away. She 
was ready to sail when the accident 
occurred." 


"The sinking of the ship came to 


me like a streak of lightning. 
It all 


happened so suddenly." 


Among those rescued was W. J. 


Plamondon, an 
electrical 
engineer 


and cousin of Charles A. Plamondon, 
who with his wife, lost his life in the 
Lusitania disaster. 


When firemen chopped and forced 


their way through the side of the 
hull of the overturned boat, 
they 


found bodies piled on one another 
like so many boxes of merchandise. 
They began taking them 
out and 


placing them 
on 
the 
tug Racine 


which stood alongside. 
They were 


placed on stretchers 
and 
carried 


ashore. 


As fast as bodies were taken on 


the wharfs they were carried to the 
steamer Theodore Roosevelt, or into 
nearby buildings, or the stretchers 
were set down on the streets where 
scores of physicians and 
volunteer 


rescuers began attempts at resuscita- 
tion. 


Fifty Catholic priests 
summoned 


hurriedly 
from 
various 
churches 


readied the scene of 
the 
disaster 


shortly after 10 o'clock. 


Some of the priests went aboard 


the 
steamer 
Theodore 
Roosovolt 


which was turned into, a temporary 
morgue but most of them devoted 
tho.ir attention to the dying and in- 
jured. 


There were seventy-two men in the 


crow of the Eastland and all of them 
wore reported to have escaped by 
swimming to the wharf. Later they 
aided in the rescue work. 


Tho last annual Inspection of the- 


Kastland was made in St. 
Joseph, 


Mich., May 7, 1915. 


Seven persons were injured, two 


seriously when the sidewalk in front 
of undertaking rooms in. North Clark 
street collapsed under the weight of 
the crowds seeking entrance to the 
rooms where 21 victims of the Kast- 
land lay. 


Tho crowd dropped ten feet to the 


basement.

but none was ever attended by loss 
of life. 


On one occasion with a heavy pas- 


senger list, the Eastland ran against 
the breakwater while trying to make 
this harbor in a fog late 
at night 


and was fast until the next day, be- 
ing considerably damaged and caus- 
ing much fright among tho 
excur- 


sionists aboard. 
On two occasions 


she ran on the 
beach 
at 
Cedar 


Point. 


The boat was built high in the wa- 


ter and operated with screws, differ- 
ing in this respect from the paddle 
wheels system which is in use on the 
most of the passenger ships which 
traverse the lakes. 
These tacts were 


blamed by many who patronized tho 
ship for the difficulty with which it 
was navigated at times. 


Staterooms were torn out at one 


time to make the boat less top-heavy 
and heavy ballast was added to as- 
sist in safeguarding it. 


While here, 
the 
Eastland 
was 


owned by the Kastland Navigation 
company which consisted chiefly of 
city hall employes during the admin- 
istration of the late Tom Johnson. 
At the time of the sale of the boat a 
year ago last spring to tho present 
Chicago owners, there were $i;H),000 
in bonds of the company outstanding. 
These were owned by the bepositor's 
Savings and Trust compnny, the for- 
mer Tom L. Johnson, bank, w-hich 
liquidated.
